IN THE CLAIMS 
Please cancel Claim 97. 
Please amend the claims as follows. 



--75. (Thrice Amended) A cushion liner for enclosing an amputation stump, said 
liner comprising a fabric stump covering having an open end for introduction of said stump 
and a closed end opposite said open end, said fabric coated seamlessly on only the inside 
thereof with nonporous polymeric cushioning material, wherein said polymeric cushioning 
material optionally has a thickness profile such that the polymeric cushioning material is 
thicker at a closed end of the covering than at an open end.
